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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6 to 8, filed on 01/07/201 1 , with respect to 
claims 1 , 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, 21 ; 7, 1 0, 1 6, 1 8, 20, 22 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 , 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, 21 ; 7, 1 0, 1 6, 1 8, 20, 22 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, 21 ; 7, 1 0, 1 6, 1 8, 20, 22 renumbered 1 - 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record, in single or in combination, fails to disclose explicitly 
the limitations of: 

"an output port selector configured to use the determined composite output trunk 
and information stored in a packet descriptor of the IP data packet to select an 
individual output port of the composite output trunk for the IP data packet, the output 
port selector comprising a forwarding table having plural entries to each individual 
output port and dynamically balancing load by weighting a number of entries to each 
individual output port, each entry in the forwarding table being dynamically rewritable to 
a different individual output port." as disclosed in claim 1 . 

"using an output port selector for selecting an individual output port of the 
composite output trunk for the IP data packet based on the determined composite 
output trunk and information stored in a packet descriptor of the IP data packet, the 
output port selector comprising a forwarding table having plural entries to each 
individual output port and dynamically balancing load by weighting a number of entries 
to each individual output port, each entry in the forwarding table being dynamically 
rewritable to a different individual output port" as disclosed in claim 7. 
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4. Additionally, all of the further limitations disclosed in claims 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, 21 , 1 0, 1 6, 
18, 20, 22 are allowable, since the claims are dependent upon independent claims, 
respectively.
